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STARS SEEN IN 
NEW QUARTERS 


October Skies Sho Show Changes | 
of Zodiac Folk 


Constellation in 
Brie Stay Here 


tp W onted Role 
as Evening Planet 


{BY A..P. NIGHT WIRE! 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Just 
as with a kot of folks, October its 
moving time with the stars. Above 
the eastern horizon soon will ap- 
pear the brilliant stars of early 
winter. The fall trek is in order. 

On October 7, Jupiter will be in 
quadrature with the sun, that ia, 
90 deg. east of the sun and on 
the meridian due south at sunset. 
Mars has left the evening sky and 
is on the far side of ite orbit from 


the earth, 250,000.000 miles away. 
The Big Dipper will be far over 
the northwest. 

The Milky Way may be traced on 
clear, dark evenings in October 
diagonally across the heavens 
from the northeast to the western 
horizon. Far over in the southeast 
will appear the brilliant Fomalhaut 


in the constellation Piscis Austra- 
His, 


ihe Southern Fish, which is 
visible in American latitudes only 
for a brief period in the fall and 
early winter. Fomathaut is one of 
the twenty brightest stars in the 
heavens. 

October star gazers, says a bul- 
letin of the American’ Nature A- 
sociation, will find that the con- 
stellation of Capricornus, the Sea 
Goat, and Aquarius, the Water 
Bearer, two constellations of the 
zodiac that contain no stars bright- 
er than the third magnitude, have 
taken the places of the brilliant 
zodiacal groups of Scorpio and 
Sagitariue that were conspicuous 
in the southern sky during the 


summer. 
Venus which has been visible 
in the western sky after sunset 


since late in June, will be seen 
as the evening star in the south- 
west for about two hours after 
sunset. 

Saturn will be seen for a short 
time after sunset a little to the 
northwest of Venus, but before 
October has passed it will be too 
close to the sun to be seen in the 
twilight. Jupiter still is directly 
north of the little inverted milk 
dipper, and it will be next to Ve- 
nus, the most brilliant ebject§ in 
view in the southwestern heavens 
in the early evening.

TRIO ARRAIGNED ; 

Deputy Joos at the time the 
complaint was issued announced 
that he will seek to have the Po- 
lice Commission revoke the per- 
mit of the Wonderland Dance Hall, 
111 West Third street, where the 
girl involved in the case was said 
to have been employed. 

The three Chinese were 
raigned before Judge Archbald of 
the Juvenile Court and their hear- 
ings were set for October 6. They 
were held in bail of $5000 each. 

According to the complaint, the 
trio persuaded the girl, whose name 
is being withheld, to stay all night 
in a hotel room with Willie Wong

university ought to be qualified to appraise 
them. Being responsible for developing 
them, it ought to be able to recognize 
brains wherever they exist. 

Some men have had their brains excavat- 
ed and weighed literally. But it is pos 
sible that not all these illustrious ones real- 
ized they were to be compared and may 
have neglected that ceremony upon demise. 

Just what basis is used for the findings 
is not stated. By what delicate process 
they weigh the mind and arrive at such 
definite conclusions is not divulged. 

If their writings and deeds are assayed 
in some peculiar manner in themselves it 
may be difficult to come to conclusions sat- 
isfactory to all.

SHOW INCREASE 


Labor Bureau Makes Report 
on Past Year 


Total of 18,795 
Investigated 

More Than Half Million in 
Wages Collected 


Plaints 


A total of 18,795 unpaid wage 
claims were investigated and un- 
paid wages amounting to $598,249 
were collected by the State Bureau 
of Labor during the fiscal year 
ending June 30 last, according to 
a report made public yésterday for 
the first time by Walter G. Mathew- 
son, State Labor Commissioner, 
when he arrived in Los Angeles. 

The report shows that the total 
number of complaints against as- 
serted violations during ‘the last 
fiscal year compares with 17,021 in 
1924, an increase of 1774, or more 
than 10 per cent. 

The total amount of unpaid 
wages collected was $93,669 more 
than was collected in 1924, an in- 
crease of mote than 18 per cent. 

All complaints except wage com- 
plaints increased from 2086 in 1924 
to 2314 in 1925, an increase of 228, 
or 11 per cent. 

During the last fiscal year child- 
labor complaints increased 63 per 
cent; eight - hour - for-women com- 
laints increased 2 Ler cent; em- 
bloymegt agency complaints in- 
creased 6 per cent, and all other 
miscellaneous complaints increased 
14° cent. 

ere was a 315 per cent in- 
crease in the number of criminal 
Se against asserted labor 

w violators in 1925. The tota! 
number of prosecutions started in 
1924 was 126, which compares with 
523 in the fiscal year just closed. 

The only decrease in the bu- 
reau's activities was registered in 
the employment offices. During 
1925 only 161,613 jobs were pro- 
vided, compared with 195,662 in 
1924, a decrease of 44,149, or 22 
per cent, 

However, since March, 1925, ac- 
cording to the commissioner, the 
Placements have been steadily ris- 
ing, and the total number of jobs 
provided during the four months of 
March to July, 1925, increased 10. 
863, or 21 per cent over the same 
months in the preceding year. 

Commissioner Mathewson pre- 
dicted that despite the usual de- 
cline of work during the winter 
months more people will be given 
steady employment during the next 
six months than duri the last. 

He announced that November 1 
@ permanent joint complaint and 
free employment office wi he 
opened in San Bernardino to take 
care of the needs in San Bernar- 
dino and Riverside counties. 

A part-time complaint office will 
be opened in Santa Barbara dur- 
ing the next two weeks, and may 
be continued permanently, ‘he 
stated. The Governor and the 
Board of Control have signed a 
special budget to provide for the 
two offices. 

During the last three years Com- 
missioner Mathewson has doubled 
the number of branch offices in the 
State, and has obtained salary in- 
creases for the bureau's employ- 
ees with only slight additional ex- 
penditure.
